1* Svhen WRBSH IOMA oofies from TOTH, a village near 1717. Ha is 
a graduate of tha 1717 gyyjw and has a degree la o hs m lo a l enginee r ing 
from tha Polyteahnical school la 1717. la 1925# ha was already a mesher of 
BVO i&A| la 1929# joined tha OUH, Ha was appointed a manber of tha " H a il 
land Bxeeutive Od* tgr Oaip HA5HCHAK In 1934* AfUr a personal quarrel with 
ooa Kitolya BIHHWM, WRSCHIOHA laft tha (HI and did not rejoin it until 1939* 

Ha contested BANDfitA Immediately upon tha latter*e release from prison la 
H39 and# as a result, was aada a amber of tha Provld OQX Hevolutionariee. 

At tha baginning of 1940, HRBCHIOWA was instructed to orga/hlsa Ukrainian 
sootloas la tha ABwatBStELLE m Cracow, Within six aontbs after receiving 
this order, ha had ft a n l pini enlisted tha earviaaa of forty residents of the 
Gasman-Soviet border area. These forty people were OQX members. Initially, 
WRBCHXQIA's superior was an Austrian, Obarlieutenant Fraata TARBUCX, later 
aaothar Austrian, Hgjor Frants KOBAH* 

2, Tha suocessea of tha Ukrainian sections sere considerable end 
very satisfactory to tha Germane, In 1941, when the GemanaBosslan war 
began, VMCHIOHA ahhad to be relieved from his duties as chief of these 
sections. Therefore, In Jane 1941, ha returned to 1717, where ha began to 
organise a Ukrainian Militia with the approval of BAHD8U, The OQH was under 
the impression that the Germans would permit the estahlishsent of an ladepea- 
dmt Ukrainian Hate, therefore, on Juno 30, 1941, they publicly announced 
its sadstsnoe, la retaliation A>r this act, the Germans started mass arrests 
of Ukrainians who had collaborated with them, WRKCHIOHA continued his 
oq tm sotiona with the Ukrainian police and became active in anti-German f 

activities. In 1943, he was a participant in tha HI Groat Congress of the 
GUI, Homan SHXCHOTCH, head of the OUV, was a personal friend of WfiCHiaSAIs ; 
and often turned to him far advice, 

3» In 1945, WRBSHIOHA beoame a meaber of both the Provld WBt/OOU 
and the ZP/tlHVH, At hie own request, he travelled to Swl tserland where he 
la new residing. During the conflict between the ZP/bHVB and the ZCh/bOY, 
he sided with the former and bsoans the spiritual leads* of the opposition 
to the ZCh/CtiW* Together with other opponents, WHBCHIOiA was ousted from 
the TXSh/ OW daring the Mlttenwald cenferenoe of 194&* Pr es e n tly, he favors 
collaboration with the Americans and opposes the initiation of any discussion* j 
between the ZP/tJH7R and ths ZCh/OUH, He dialikee the British, possibly 
beoanse he knows they ire collaborating with the ZCh/OUH, 
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1. BSSBT vu born In tbs ^istrlct of STSU and was a olMif iU 
of RABDB&A' a at the 3TBTJ gymnasium. Ha attended the University of HI? 
where bo studied lav. In 1927* bo was a aonbor of tho U?0 and joined tho 
OQI la 1929. In 1934, ho bocano a member of tho Klatriet Bmecutive in tho 
Siadelav Oblast and, later, in tho Stryj oblast. Aftor tho arrost of ill 
tho staff monbors of the 009 in 1934, Osip *HAS«Htf, BABDEBA 1 # soocoasor, 
appointed REB3T tho ideological political referent in tho Homeland tasoutlbe 
On.

2. Ibis now Homeland Executive reprossntod an entirely diffocront 
political and tactical position than had profiotisly boon hold by BABDEBA. 

RS8BT did not approve of mafis terror, and felt that tho 0UJP s roal job was 
to rocmit ao many Ukrainians into its ranks as possible in order to proper# 
tho villagers and laborers to fight for to independent Ukraine, From 1935* * 
1936* REBKf helped to increase tho m OUB membership from 1,000 to 6,000 
Tory coll organised a embers. He vented to start OUB colls and to mobilise 
tho people in tho Eastern Ukraine. He hoped to spread COT propaganda through- 
out tho entire Ukrainian SSR. Therefore, ho ordered tho printing of pamphlets 
and leaflets vfcleh voro to be distributed by tho District Sweat! ve in RIVIO^ 
Active participants in this activity vere: Olaxsander and Ivan BUSH, Bhor 

SHUBSXH, Stepan PSHESICHBII and others. The plan materialised to tho extent 
that bundles of printed material vere scattered in tho vicinity of KBEHXAITE0ZA 
taring 1935 and 1936. 

3. Whan thooaos arrost ef Ukrainian nationalists began again in 
1937, BBBBT was picked up by tho Polish police. was released aftor a 
fev months because the police vere unable to prove his guilt. RB8ST vas in 
conaand of tho Homeland fcwcutivt until 1939. During the Polish-Oonaan var, 
RRBBT was arrested once more and oont to a concentration oaap In Bored 
KARTUZSKT. Soon after this, he vas released and and grated to Poland. *

sided with She latter. Hevaa a participant in the tLrd Cbroat Congress of 
the 0UI; a co-founder of the UH7R and a member of the Provid of 0UB in the 
Ukraine. 



5. In 1945, H-B2T became a member of the ZCh/OUN. In 1948, he 
vas forcefully evicted from among the ranks of the XCh/OUH duriU.g the 
Klttmm&ld Conference. As a result, EEBBT began a bitter attack on the 
organisation and BAJHU3U. for this reason, the SB branded him a bolsh evik 
agent and confirmed this charge by physically forcing one Demid CHIZH^SKH

1. Volodymyr STACHIT was born in PBBHHT3L, where ha graduated 
trm tha local gywnaslwn. In 1930, ha want to HffiYJI to study philosophy* 

Hit political oaraar began there, sine# B ERLIN waa tha cantor af Ukrainian 
underground life abroad at that tine. STACHIT oat such Ukrainian Isadora 
aa Svhoa K0B0TAUST3 (tha loader of tha Provid of Ukrainian Nationalists) , 

Hloo JARAI, Tolndywyr MARTIN STS, Daitro ANDBIETSU and Iran HAH8USETICS« 

Ha baaasna a peraanal friend af Col. X0K0TALSX3. All tha nail for tha 
Tartan* Barbara of tha Provid of Ukrainian Nationalists waa channelled 
through STACHIT. Aftar the Hationaliart^ O oclaliat^ coup d a atat in Germany, 
STACHIT contacted AdaLral CAIABIS* t Abwahrstalla and bs s a a e their liaaon 
offlcor hmfcamu with tha Prorid of Ukrainian nationalist*. 

2* In 1941 > SIACHIT returned to the homeland. While ha waa 
in LTIT, BANDERA appointed hi* a member of the "Government of the Ukraine", 
which waa being established at that time. His position was Minister of 
Foreign Affaire. 

3. In 1915, STACHIT was one of the most ardent BAHDBU 
followers in Munich. Somewhat later, be was appointed chief controller of 
tbs ZCh/OUN and, while bolding that position, had his first ad "f 
with BAHD3HA. Tha reason for this was Mishandling of fends that had been 
gathered for tha UPA. When Hykola KIXMTSHIH was unable to account proper l y 
for his expenditures, STACHIT complained to BHD58A. BANDERA sided with 
ELXMX3HTN and STACHIT began a bitter campaign against the ZCh/OUN, even 
going to the extent of publicly denouncing the organisation in tbs ne wspaper 
"Ukrainian Tribune". He wrote that the ZCh/OUN and the OUH In the hecial and 
are two different and distinct organisations with nothing In cameon. 

4. At the present tine, STACHIT is bead of the Ixgffanaatioa 
Bureau of the ZP/UHVR bat is not a masher of that organisation. Next te 
Bvhsn WRECH IOMA, he is BANDSBA’s coat obstinate enemy. He believes that 
the ZP/UHVk should not enter into discussions with the ZCh/OUN or in gy 
way collaborate with ttaa it. 

5* STACHIT is a good journalist, although cynical and water- 
lalistie. He is married to a Osman wojAmr and their children are baifcg 
raised in the German spirit. 

6. The SB (Security Branch of the ZCh/OUN) claims that 
STACHIT has contact with QIC in Munich. He does bars important contacts 
with various national groups in Germany*
